The examiner 
said that the lower amounts of silica and carbon black have problem as stated in the final and advisory action before 
deciding any new matter, the amounts of silica cannot be at least 5 parts by weight since the amount of silica and caly 
is 40 to 79 parts by weight with 30 to 50 parts by weight of clay. Also, the lowest amount of carbon black would be 1 
parts by weight (41 parts by weight of clay, silica and carbon black -40 parts by weight of clay and silica), but claim 1 
recites 5 (to 65) parts by weight of carbon black. . 
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
